Relief as 
Centro axe 
spared on 
subsidies 

PENSIONERS and cam¬ 
paigners in the Black Coun¬ 
try have this week told of 
their relief after subsidised 
tram and train travel was 
spared the axe. 

But they will continue to 
lobby to preserve Ring and 
Ride services despite a par¬ 
tial climbdown by transport 
bosses over their proposed 
cuts. 

Centro has announced 
that free tram and train 
travel for pensioners and 
disabled people is to be 
spared the axe despite mul¬ 
ti-million pound funding 
cuts. And the West Mid¬ 
lands transport authority 
is also preparing to make a 
U-turn on proposals to in¬ 
crease half-price children’s 
bus fares to two-thirds. 

Councillors on Centro are 
set to meet tomorrow, Fri¬ 
day, and will then vote on 
a budget which will see £7 
million cut over the coming 
year. 

Pat O’Dowd, of the Wol¬ 
verhampton Pensioners 
Convention, said: “It is a 
relief that train and tram 
travel is being kept. 

Walsall councillor Doug 
James, who helped gather 
the signatures to save the 
Ring and Ride service, said: 
“We will continue to lobby 
and put across the strong 
message about the impor¬ 
tance of these services. We 
must carry on fighting for 
this because the people it 
affects are those with the 
weakest voices.” 


Jobs threat 
for workers 

UP to 900 jobs are at risk 
from the possible closure 
of Birmingham-based 2 Sis¬ 
ters Food Group’s Solway 
Foods business in Corby. 

The group, which has 
chicken processing facto¬ 
ries in West Bromwich and 
Smethwick and Wolver¬ 
hampton, has entered a 
consultation with staff.

CRACKDOWN ON 
BOROUGH YOBS

A TOTAL of 252 anti-social behaviour incidents were 
tackled by Sandwell’s housing team in just under two 
years, according to the latest figures. 

Drunken thugs involved in street-fighting and intimidation, drug dens 
and suspected brothels were just some of the hundreds of issues dealt 
with by council officers between April 2012 and January 30 this year. 

Statistics which were provided to a meeting on Tuesday show that 198 of those dealt 
with were in council properties, while 54 involved cross-tenure residents - those renting 
from private landlords, housing associations, or even private home owners.

The figures were released by Oldbury’s 
acting anti-social behaviour enforcement 
manager Scott Carter to the town’s Ser¬ 
vice Improvement Board. 

During the meeting Mr Carter and Ser¬ 
geant Sam Archer, West Midlands Police 
neighbourhood officer for Langley and Tiv- 
idale, outlined some of the behaviour they 
are having to deal with. 

Mr Carter said: “One case involved an 
owner-occupier in West Bromwich. Two 
brothers were visiting mum and dad at 
their home in West Bromwich, they liked 
a drink, they would get blind drunk and 
knock chunks out of each other in the 
street. At one stage the residents said it 
was like a scene out of Benny Hill, they 
would be chasing each other up and down 
the street.” 

Described 

In that instance the two brothers were 
given an anti-social injunction, banning 
them from visiting the street for two years. 
Sgt Archer described another problem 
house in the Cradley Heath area. 

She told the meeting: “We had numer¬ 
ous complaints from the neighbourhood, 
saying they believe there are drugs chang¬ 
ing hands. We hit it with a warrant and 
drugs were found on the premises, but 
neighbours said it started up again as soon 
as we left, so we hit it again and we found 
substances again.” 

A temporary crack house closure was 
enforced and the perpetrators were taken 
into custody, but on their release would go 
back and disturb neighbours. Mr Carter 
said: “One came back to the street for 
the purposes of intimidationand is now 
banned from that street for two years.” 

A consultation is currently under way 
over a pilot scheme that, if approved, could 
see landlords of around 1,000 houses in six 
areas in Sandwell needing to get a licence 
for each of their properties. 




Castle statue’s proud move

A WELL-KNOWN statue has been given a 
new home - more than a year after it was 
moved from its previous base. 

The ‘I am the King of the Castle’ statue 
that previously sat outside West Brom¬ 
wich’s Queens Square has now been re¬ 
stored and unveiled in a new location. 

It had to move due to the need to make 
improvements to the shopping centre’s en¬ 
trance and had been looking for a new home 


statue which has now been relocated 

since it was first uprooted in October 2012. 

After it was taken away, Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil asked people to suggest a new home for 
the statue. Dozens of ideas were received 
and the statue has now been restored and 
relocated to Duchess Parade in West Brom¬ 
wich town centre. 

Sandwell Council used money from the 
European Regional Development Fund to 
pay for the statue to be restored. 


Threat to 
services’ 
jobs are 
defended 

SANDWELL’S children’s 
service chief has this week 
defended job cuts which are 
likely in order to find sav¬ 
ings of £13.4 million. 

Councillor Simon Hack- 
ett said: “We don’t have any 
other choice,” explaining 
that the equivalent of 52.8 
full-time posts could go, a 
move they say they have 
been forced into considering 
as a result of Government 
cuts. 

Officials say a range of 
departments in children’s 
services are set to be re-or¬ 
ganised under council sav¬ 
ings proposals, including the 
youth service and Connex¬ 
ions, which offers careers 
and jobs advice. 

The posts at risk include 
a mix of full, part-time and 
sessional posts and includes 
vacancies. The authority 
says it will also speak to 
schools and partners in the 
voluntary and community 
sectors to see if they can 
help deliver services where 
it is necessary. 

Councillor Hackett said: 
“We have faced wave after 
wave of Government cuts 
and we are now down to the 
bone. 

“Quite simply we don’t 
have any other choice but 
to take this action. We have 
already cut costs and re-or¬ 
ganised management but 
our hands are tied. ” 

A final decision on 
changes is expected to be 
made by the council’s ruling 
cabinet in March. 

Town plan to 
be drawn up 

DETAILED plans will be 
drawn up to improve bus 
services and traffic flow in 
a bid to increase visitors to 
Blackheath town centre. 

Long-awaited proposals 
to improve bus reliability, 
reduce through traffic and 
improve the quality of the 
environment in general, 
were first unveiled last year. 

A total of 164 people have 
had their say on plans to im¬ 
prove the area in a consulta¬ 
tion.

A PROPOSED ice rink planned at the heart of 
West Bromwich town centre would create at 
least 100 jobs, a council leader has said. 

A multi-storey car park will be bulldozed and 
transformed into the attraction, under proposals. 
National ice rink firm, Planet Ice Property Leisure, 
which runs The Leisurebox in Birmingham, has ap¬ 
proached Sandwell Council to run the enterprise. 


Golden hello 
scheme may 
start at trust 

GOLDEN hellos could be of¬ 
fered to entice new recruits 
to a hospital trust, as bosses 
look at reducing other staff 
to make £40.5 million sav¬ 
ings in two years. 

Chiefs at Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust says they 
are having problems recruit¬ 
ing into key posts despite 
job fairs and recruitment 
drives, because there is a lot 
of competition. 

Various ‘incentive 
schemes’ are now being con¬ 
sidered. It comes as bosses 
are also earmarking making 
£20.6m savings in the year 
from April and £19.9m in 
the year after. Chiefs say 
the NHS-wide reduction in 
funding will mean they have 
to make some changes to the 
workforce. 

They say they are trying 
to minimise the need for 
redundancies by first re¬ 
ducing the spend on tempo¬ 
rary staffing. Vanya Rogers, 
spokeswoman for the trust, 
which runs Sandwell, City 
and Rowley Regis Hospi¬ 
tals, said: “We want to be 
fully staffed. That is why 
we have worked hard this 
year and have successfully 
cut nursing vacancies in key 
areas.” 


The firm says the Queens 
Square car park occupies 
the best spot. 

Council chiefs now plan to 
sell off the car park, paving 
the way for the development 
to go ahead. 

If approved, the demo¬ 
lition of the car park will 
start in the spring and de¬ 
velopment of the ice rink 
would begin in autumn. It is 
hoped the building would be 
open by the end of 2015. 

Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said though 
contracts had not yet been 
signed, he was hopeful it 
would create a minimum of 
100 jobs. 

The figure has already 
been touted during the 
council’s ongoing negotia¬ 
tions with the firm. 

Councillor Cooper said: 
“If it goes ahead as we hope, 
it will be another piece in 
the jigsaw for West Brom¬ 
wich. 

“If it went ahead we 
would have a cinema, an ice 
rink and when it is finished, 
a new leisure centre. 

“There are few other 
towns or even cities in this 
economic situation that can 
have achieved that.” 

It is hoped that an ice rink 
would also boost the wider 
economy as those visiting 
it, would also visit other 
restaurants, bars and other 
venues. 

The car park was built 
in the early 1970s and is in 
need of significant invest¬ 
ment. The top two floors 
require major repairs and 
have not been in use for a 
number of years.

TAKING their first steps is usually one of 
the key developments in a child’s life and a 
treasured memory for proud parents.

Hotspot 
for worst 
drivers in 
borough 

HOTSPOT towns with the 
most banned drivers in Brit¬ 
ain have been revealed, and 
Smethwick tops the list. 

Latest figures show 
banned motorists made up 
0.77 per cent of licence hold¬ 
ers in the area in 2012, with 
160 of the 20,194 drivers in 
the town disqualified. 

West Bromwich came a 
close second with 191 of 
the 26,101 motorists in the 
town banned from driving - 
roughly 0.73 per cent. 

The unwanted runner-up 
position was however tied 
with with Barking in east 
London, where 164 out of 
22,591, also 0.73 per cent, 
were disqualified, said the 
Driver and Vehicle Licens¬ 
ing Agency. 

Tipton was the only other 
West Midlands town to fea¬ 
ture in the top 10, with 131 
of 20,736 drivers disqual¬ 
ified - 0.63 per cent. The 
figures were compiled by 
motoring magazine Auto 
Express, which limited the 
data to towns or cities with 
at least 20,000 drivers. 

Critics said factors which 
could influence the number 
of disqualifications included 
the number of speed cam¬ 
eras, the extent of police 
action and motorists’ own 
recklessness.

The decision by the coun¬ 
cil will mean that teams will 
not incur fees beforehand.

Knife amnesty scheme may be extended

POLICE bosses have said plans to intro¬ 
duce a knife amnesty scheme in Birming¬ 
ham are only the start of something bigger 
for the West Midlands. 

Three new knife surrender bins will be 
introduced in and around Birmingham in 
the coming weeks, allowing people to hand 
in a variety of bladed items, as West Mid¬ 
lands Police continue their crackdown on 
crimes involving a knife. 

Bob Jones, Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for the West Midlands who is helping 
lead the scheme, said: “In the past people 


have thought that the word amnesty meant 
that they wouldn’t be prosecuted if the item 
they handed in was connected to a serious 
crime. 

“This isn’t the case which is why we 
have relabelled them surrender bins. We 
have had hundreds of knives of all shapes 
and sizes handed into us in the past, from 
everyday cutlery to machetes. These types 
of dangerous weapons are the ones we most 
want to take off the street.” 

Mr Jones said the force were already in 
talks with a group in Wolverhampton to es¬ 


tablish a similar drop box there and added 
that he was committed to seeing more bins 
introduced across the the Black Country. 

The new campaign comes after a series 
of serious attacks with knives in the West 
Midlands in recent months, including the 
stabbing of 16-year-old Leasowes High 
School student Christina Edkins, who was 
killed on a bus in March last year by Phil¬ 
lip Simelane. Following a short hearing at 
Birmingham Crown Court, the 23-year- 
old from Walsall was detained indefinitely 
under the Mental Health Act. 


West Midlands Police also launched the 
Knives End Lives campaign in January, 
which is targeting young people and teach¬ 
ing them about the consequences of carry¬ 
ing a knife. 

“These new knife surrender bins are part 
of a much larger, wider strategy to reduce 
knife crime on the streets of our towns and 
cities in the West Midlands. Part of this is 
educating young people about the dangers 
of carrying a knife,” said Mr Jones. “Too 
many teenagers see carrying a knife as a 
badge of honour or a fashion accessory.” 


Council will not foot bill 
for repairs to underpass 


SANDWELL Council will not have to foot the 
bill for repairs to a £25 million underpass 
which has been forced to close for weeks, 
13 months after it first opened. 

Work started in December to the A41 Expressway 
and was due to initially last just eight days. Driv¬ 
ers were then warned to expect delays into the new 
year, with a finish expected any day soon. 

An inspection of theVE25 m B f ^ 
million underpass revealed 
defects in the road surface. 

Highways chiefs have in¬ 
sisted the council would not

have to cover the cost of re¬ 
pairs. The council also said, 
since they would not be hit 
with the bill, they did not 
know the exact cost of the 
necessary works. 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, the authority’s high¬ 
ways boss, said: “The 
contractor has undertaken 
to do the necessary work 
to correct defects in the un¬ 
derpass at his own expense. 
The cost is consequently no 
concern of the Council.” The 
sub-standard surfacing was 
removed before Christmas 
which has given access to 
underlying construction. 

Further inspections, test¬ 
ing and monitoring were 
completed during January 
to ensure that there were 
no underlying problems 
and preparatory work then 
began which includes trim¬ 
ming the excavations, seal¬ 
ing of joints, sub-surface 
drainage installation and 
replanting of the bowl in the 
gyratory. 


Inspections have shown 
that the surface on the rest 
of the island meets or ex¬ 
ceeds the required standard. 

The checks were carried 
out before the council would 
have been given final re¬ 
sponsibility for the mainte¬ 
nance of the road. 

As the work continues, 
motorists have faced delays 
as they use the traffic island, 
rather than the underpass. 
The underpass officially 
opened in November 2012 
following more than two 
years of building work. 

It was designed to speed 
up traffic flow along the 
dual carriageway which 
runs between the town and 
junction one of the M5. It 
also saw new pedestrian 
and cycle facilities replac¬ 
ing existing subways and a 
new footbridge crossing the 
underpass to link the town 
centre with the A4031. 

The Department of 
Transport invested £22.2m 
to divert the A41 under¬ 
neath the West Bromwich 
Fire Station roundabout at 
its junction with the A4031.

DRIVERS are being warned of overnight closures on the 
motorway for the next two weeks. 

The Highways Agency will be resurfacing the carriage¬ 
way and renewing bridge expansion joints on the M5 
Oldbury Viaduct, between junctions 1 to 2, near West Bro¬ 
mwich. The work will be carried out under either lane clo¬ 
sures with a reduced speed limit of 50mph, or total closures 
of the M5 northbound or southbound carriageways.

CONCERNED staff at a Co-op store 
have been told they will not lose 
their jobs despite their store being 
taken over by a new company. 

Customer at the branch in Bow- 
stoke Road, Great Barr, were made 
aware of the shops closure when a 
message was put up in the store - 
raising concerns that staff might 
lose their jobs. 

But it has emerged that the shop 
has been brought out by an un¬ 


named independent retailer, which 
has agreed to take on the staff al¬ 
ready at the store when it is handed 
over to them next week. 

A spokesperson for The Midcoun¬ 
ties Co-operative, which currently 
owns the store, said: “As a major 
community retailer in the West 
Midlands, we have a long-term 
commitment to providing customer 
choice and local employment oppor¬ 
tunities. “As part of our ongoing 


review of our food stores, we have 
taken the decision to sell our Bow- 
stoke Road store in Great Barr to an 
independent retailer who is taking 
on all of the staff who is currently 
employed by us.” 

Concerns were also raised that 
the community might lose a small 
post office located inside the Co-op 
that is regularly used by elderly peo¬ 
ple drawing their weekly pensions, 
but the post office has confirmed 


that it will remain. Councillor Steve 
Melia said he was glad to hear the 
community had not lost the busi¬ 
ness. 

He said: “It’s a shame that we are 
losing some of the services provided 
by the Co-op and I am left wonder¬ 
ing why they are closing this store 
when they have opened so many 
others in the borough. But I am 
pleased to hear that we won’t be 
losing another shop or post office.”

It is hoping to cut alco¬ 
hol-related admissions by 
at least a fifth and increase 
referrals by 50 per cent 
from the trust to partner 
alcohol support agencies by 
the end of 2015. The trust 
will meanwhile make sure 
the food it serves at its sites 
is healthy, the portions are 
appropriate and it is consist¬ 
ent with nutritional advice. 

To look after staff, all 
new employees joining 
the trust will be asked to 
provide health data about 
themselves and will be of¬ 
fered support to maintain 
a healthy lifestyle.

Dog ban for woman after boy was hurt HU 


A WOMAN has been banned from keeping 
dogs for three years after her Staffordshire 
Bull Terrier attacked a 12-year-old boy, 
breaking his arm in two places. 

The schoolboy was left physically and 
mentally scarred after the dog turned on 
him in a park. A court has now ordered that 
the dog, described as a ‘loving family pet’, 
be destroyed and its owner Kelly Farrell pay 
out £1,500 compensation. 

The attack happened when the young¬ 
ster was walking the dog, named Diesel, 
with two others in Smethwick on Novem¬ 
ber 3 last year. A passer-by who came to his 
rescue was also bitten by the dog, Sandwell 


Magistrates heard. The boy was left with 
two golf-ball sized wounds to his left arm. 
He had to undergo extensive surgery to 
have two metal rods inserted into his lower 
arm, from his elbow to his wrist and was in 
hospital for three days. 

He is now unable to properly move his 
left thumb and will require further surgery 
when he is older. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said that 
leading up to the attack the dog had not 
acted aggressively, but when they arrived 
at Londonderry Park’s children’s play area 
the dog’s nature suddenly changed and it 
attacked, biting the boy and shaking him. 


The court was told that Tom Willets, a stroyed. Mrs Dawn Foxall, defending, said 
passer-by, saw the boy punching the dog the dog had never been aggressive before 


to try to get it off and went to his rescue. 
“Mr Willetts, described him being on the 
floor and being dragged by the dog. He has 
intervened and has also been bitten,” said 
Mr Cooper.

Bosses at Sandwell Council have apologised and 
paid £10,000 to the family of the elderly woman. The 
Local Government Ombudsman - LGO - has come 
to an agreement for the council to pay the woman 
and her family after an investigation revealed fail¬ 
ings at the council. 

The report from the LGO 
says that the woman, who 
does not wish to be identi¬ 
fied, lives with her son and 
his family in the borough 
and has limited mobility. 

Her son first contacted 
the council in 2007 to ask 
for help, but it was not until 
he had made three fur¬ 
ther requests that officers 
started an assessment of his 
mother’s needs in 2010. 

An initial assessment dis¬ 
covered she needed a stair- 
lift and the conversion of 
an upstairs bathroom into a 
shower room. 


Treatment 
delays may 
see refunds 
on parking 

PATIENTS could be in line 
for a refund on their park¬ 
ing at hospitals in Sandwell 
if their treatment gets de¬ 
layed. 

Health chiefs revealed 
the plans as they approved 
increased parking fees at 
Sandwell, City and Rowley 
Regis hospitals from April. 

They said they would be 
drawing up proposals which 
could allow them to offer 
people a refund should their 
treatment take longer than 
expected. 

The move was approved 
by Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust’s board. The visi¬ 
tor tariff for every band of 
charges at Sandwell and 
City hospital sites will in¬ 
crease by lOp. Visitors who 
stay for up to six hours at 
Rowley Regis Hospital will 
also see fees jump from £2 
to £2.50. The fees for up to 
24 hours will stay at £5 at 
the Moor Street facility. 

The trust’s chief execu¬ 
tive Toby Lewis stressed 
the increased charges still 
sat ‘at the mid point of Bir¬ 
mingham and Black Coun¬ 
try hospital trusts’.” 


Refused 

The council agreed to pay 
a disabled facilities grant 
- DFG - of £7,000 towards 
this, but by the time the 
grant was approved, her 
health had deteriorated. 
Concerned for her safety 
and quality of life, her son 
had already started to build 
an extension to create a 
downstairs shower room. 

In May 2012 the exten¬ 
sion was complete, but the 
council then refused to 
pay the £7,000 because the 
work done was differently 
to what had originally been 
approved. 

Planning officers de¬ 
livered a final blow when 
they told the family they 
needed to obtain planning 
permission and building 
regulations approval for the 
extension. The family then 
complained about the coun¬ 
cil to the Ombudsman.

Talking a walk 
on the Safeside 


Safety matters are looked 
at in detail at a special ven¬ 
ue proving a hit with visi¬ 
tors. TOM MASON reports 

IT COULD be any street in the 
West Midlands but it also re¬ 
sembles scenes from a Holly¬ 
wood disaster movie. 

While it is home to shops and a 
building society, it also features a 
fire ravaged house, a dangerous ca¬ 
nal towpath as well as train line and 
a double decker bus. 

Welcome to Safeside - a specially cre¬ 
ated interactive street scene which helps 
teach visitors of all ages about safety 
both inside and outdoors. 

The mock-up scene is managed by 
West Midlands Fire Service and is 
housed in a building on the outskirts of 
Birmingham city centre. 

More than 50,000 people have come 
through its doors since it opened in 2008. 

Situations 

Staff at the centre hold courses 
throughout the school term for children 
in primary and secondary schools in the 
West Midlands that cover a broad range 
of subjects from drug use through to 
electrification. 

They also provide parenting classes to 
advise people on the correct way to se¬ 
cure children in a car and prevent fires 
from happening in the home. 

Robert Hattersley, the centre’s man¬ 
ager said: “Safeside has been a big suc¬ 
cess, once a group visits, you can almost 
guarantee they will come again. 

“The centre provides something for 
people that just can’t be taught in a 
classroom and puts people in real life sit¬ 
uations without the dangers associated 
with it. 

“The feedback we get from people is 
always very positive and we have even 
had firefighters from other countries

visit us so they can replicate it in their 
own country.” 

As well as the normal everyday street 
scene, the road also contains half an in¬ 
tercity train and railway crossing that 
was provided by Chiltern Railways, as 
well as a miniature court room. 

It also has fire-damaged room and 
a canal complete with an animatronic 
drowning boy. 

Steve Vincent, Area Commander for 
Community Risk Reduction at West 
Midlands Fire Service, said: “The cen¬ 
tre is an important part of what we do 
as a service. 


“Our officers regularly visit schools 
to talk about safety, but when kids 
come here they can experience the 
sound, smell and sights of an incident. 

“When people come here they get 
first experience of what it’s like to be in 
a fire, or to be facing someone down a 
dark alley or having to rescue someone 
from a canal. 

“It’s not about lecturing people it’s 
about getting them to look at a situa¬ 
tion and assess how dangerous it could 
be. 

“Putting out fires is extremely im¬ 
portant but preventing fires in the first 


place is just as vital.” The building forms 
part of a £2.3 million structure in Vaux¬ 
hall Road that includes the services re¬ 
gional call centre. 

Much of the props and vehicles in the 
display have been donated by companies 
including Land Rover, the Co-op and 
National Express and the fire service 
has worked with partners from the po¬ 
lice, ambulance services and local au¬ 
thorities to put the exhibit together. 

Volunteers, actors from Birmingham 
School of Acting and serving firefighters 
help run the centre which provides edu¬ 
cation on personal safety, fire safety and 
even financial safety to children, moth¬ 
ers and families. 

Christ the King Primary School in 
Kingstanding is one of hundreds of pri¬ 
mary schools that experience the street 
every year. 

Alleyway 

Martin Breslin a teacher at the school 
added: “We can talk about safety and ex¬ 
plain it in the classroom, but this allows 
children to experience it firsthand. 

“They always remember certain 
things, which will hopefully help them 
later in life.” 

He said the highlight for most chil¬ 
dren seems to be a small alleyway com¬ 
plete with a number of surprises to 
illustrate dangers. 

Working with Nationwide Build¬ 
ing Society the centre will soon start a 
course teaching children about the dan¬ 
gers of pay-day loans and how to manage 
their finances 

Mr Hattersley added: “We are always 
looking at ways to keep the course fresh 
and interesting for people and up to date 
with current issues. 

“This latest course will just add to 
what we already provide.” 

The centre also hopes to open to the 
public during the school holidays in fu¬ 
ture and will allow groups of people to 
book on to a specific course covering a 
particular area which they may have 
concerns about.

Trickster is 
jailed for 
stealing £8 
off man, 83 


A CONMAN burglar knocked on the door of 
an 83-year-old man claiming to have been 
assaulted and asking for help. 

And father-of-five, James Wallace repaid the 
kindness of the elderly stranger, who allowed him 
into his home, by dashing upstairs and stealing from 
him. Wallace appeared with a bleeding nose, claim¬ 
ing he had been assaulted, and asking for help, a

The man ‘felt sorry for ■___ 


him’ and showed Wallace 
inside his house, in Powis 
Avenue, Tipton, at around 
6.40pm on July 11 last year. 

But within moments Wal¬ 
lace had dashed upstairs 
when realising his elderly 
victim was unable to follow 
and forced open a wardrobe 
and rifled through a draw. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard Wallace 
pinched a £5 note and three 
£1 coins from the top draw 
of a bedroom unit before 
making his way downstairs 
with a towel to mop up his 
bleeding nose. 

Judge John Wait con¬ 
demned Wallace, of 
Greenacres Park, Market 
Harborough, Leicester, who 
had a criminal record with 
13 thefts or similar offences 
to his name. He sentenced 


him to three-and-a-half 
years in jail after Wallace 
pleaded guilty to a charge 
of burglary on the day of his 
trial. 

Judge Wait told him: “A 
kindly old man offered you 
the help you needed. You 
took advantage of his vul¬ 
nerability and went upstairs 
as you were confident he 
would not follow you.” 

Police were able to trace 
Wallace through DNA in his 
blood taken from samples in 
the house, the court heard. 

Miss Sally Partridge, de¬ 
fending Wallace, said the 
burglary had been a ‘spur 
of the moment’ decision and 
was unplanned. She added: 
“He has, for a long time, had 
a problem with alcohol. He 
has expressed great remorse 
to me today.”

Walsall's Webster, the magnificent 
man in his speedy flying machine 


SOME Walsall people, 
despite having made a 
massive contribution lo¬ 
cally, nationally or even 
internationally are almost 
unknown in the borough 
these days. 

Yet they definitely deserve a 
place in the history books. One 
such who, to my mind, deserves 
a statue on The Bridge, or at 
the very least a blue plaque on 
his birthplace, is Sidney Nor¬ 
man ‘Pebbler’ Webster of the 
Royal Air Force. 

He soared from humble origins 
to become one of the world’s great¬ 
est fliers and adventurers. 

Born in 1900 at 41 Borneo 
Street, the son of a Walsall post 
office overseer, Webster was ed¬ 
ucated at Chuckery and Butts 
Schools. Even then he was a bit 
of a daredevil, “...a real lad, not

a goody-goody”, according to the 
head of Chuckery School in 1927, 
Mr. E.W. Larkin. 

While there his friends gave him 
the nickname “Pebbler” because of 
his cheery freckled face. An able 
and popular student, and sports 
mad, he played football from age 
nine, later being captain of the 
Chuckery School First XI. 

Webster left school a hundred 
years ago, just before the Great 
War. He became a junior railway 
clerk at Walsall, and later served 
for a spell in the office of Mr. S. E. 
Loxton, clerk to the magistrates. 
In 1918 joined the Royal Air Force, 
aged just 17. After training he was 
made 2nd Lieutenant (pilot), and 
rapid progress followed - by Christ¬ 
mas he was a flying officer. 

His first overseas duty was 
in India, where in 1922 he was 
awarded the Air Force Cross for a 


record endurance flight. Return¬ 
ing to England, in 1923 Webster 
became a test pilot with the Aero¬ 
plane and Armament Experimen¬ 
tal Establishment, and in 1924 he 
became a flight lieutenant. 

In April 1927 he was selected 
for the new high speed flight team 
providing aircraft and crew for 
the Schneider Trophy air race 
contests which were held at The 
Lido, Venice, Italy over a 212 nau¬ 
tical mile course. 

Great Britain, Italy and the 
USA entered, the British entered 
two Supermarine S5’s, piloted 
by Fit Lts Worsley and Webster, 
and a Gloster IVB flown by Fit 
Lt Kinkead. The Supermarine 
seaplanes, designed by legend¬ 
ary Staffordshire engineer R. J. 
Mitchell, would be the basis for 
the Supermarine Spitfire. 

Webster went on to win in style, 
flying at an average of 281.66 
mph, a new world record. Step¬ 


ping nonchalantly from his ma- 
chinehe quietly remarked, “I am 
so jolly glad I won for Britain. She 
is going to celebrate. So shall I.” 

Awarded a bar to his Air Force 
Cross, he was feted nationally, 
but the greatest honour was wait¬ 
ing back home in Walsall. He re¬ 
turned, triumphant, on 6 October 
1927, to a grand Civic Reception 
in Walsall Town Hall, hosted by 
the Mayor, Joseph Leckie. 

In front of the Council House, 
surrounded by pressmen and 
thousands of locals, the Mayor 
presented Webster with an oak 
plaque in honour of his victory. 

In 1930, Webster Road was 
named after him. Between 1933- 
39 he was seconded to the Egyp¬ 
tian Army Air Force with the rank 
of Bimbashi (Major). During much 
of the Second World War he was 
Liaison Officer between the Air 
Ministry and the aircraft manu¬ 
facturing companies. 


In 1944 he was appointed Sen¬ 
ior Air Staff Officer of HQ No 18 
(Reconnaissance) Group, Coastal 
Command, and later commanded 
the Marine Aircraft Experimen¬ 
tal Establishment. In 1946, by 
then an Air Commodore, he was 
awarded a CBE. 

In 1946, Webster commanded 
the RAF station in Hong Kong. 
Made an Air Vice-Marshal in 
1949, he retired in 1950. After a 
long and happy retirement with 
his wife, he died in April 1984.

Karen Stevens, area man¬ 
ager for Westbourne Leisure 
who owns the pub, said: 
“We are very proud of the 
pub and the way it is man¬ 
aged. We feel it is still very 
much a big part of the local 
community. Being on the 
canal side it is the perfect 
place to moor up and stop 
for a drink.” 

A note from English Her¬ 
itage, accompanying the 


listing, says: “A notable 
example of the ‘improved’ 
public house and the work 
of Percy Clark of Scott and 
Clark who were prolific and 
versatile architects of high 
quality public house build¬ 
ings in the inter-war years. 

“Although there has been 
some degree of alteration, 
which is to be expected of a 
building in commercial use, 
the retention of much of the 
original plan, the central 
island bar area, fixed bench 
seating, wall panelling, and 
ceiling decoration, make 
this an unusually complete 
example of a public house of 
this date.”

Petitioners against use 
of green space top 100 


MORE than 120 people have 
signed a petition calling on de¬ 
velopers not to build homes over 
a football pitch and green space. 

A campaign has been launched ag¬ 
ainst plans for the former Fir Tree 
School site on the Yew Tree Estate. 
Proposals had been submitted to turn 
the site into 78 homes. 

The current plans includes 10 two-bed 
homes, as well as 35 three-bed homes and 
21 homes with four bedrooms or more, as 
well as apartments. 

The proposed regeneration of the school 
site, on Greenside Way, which has stood 
empty since it was closed almost 10 years 
ago, has faced opposition from hundreds 
of campaigners in the past. More than 500 
people signed a petition for calling for it be 
used as a community facility. 

The latest scheme has also drawn crit¬ 
icism. It emerged that 127 people have 
signed a petition against plans. 

The signatories are calling for developers 
to retain a football pitch and green open 
space for the use of the community. 

They are also calling for the so-called Mil¬ 
lennium Wood, trees planted by the former 
Fir Tree School pupils to stay. The final call 
by campaigners is for developers to build 
bungalows instead of larger family homes 
so less demand is placed on local amenities. 

Darryl Magher, chairman of the Yew 
Tree and Tame Bridge Regeneration 
Forum, said: “The estate can not cope with 
any larger builds, the local schools and GPs 
are already struggling.” 

Persimmon Homes said there were no 
proposals for any bungalows on the site. 
Tim Brickley, of Persimmon Homes West 
Midlands, said: “We have not yet bought 
the site of the former Fir Tree Primary 
School on Greenside Way, but we are in 
contractual negotiations with Sandwell 
Council who are the land owners.”

A PATIENT had the wrong op¬ 
eration carried out on their eye 
because they had the same sur¬ 
name as another patient on a 
hospital waiting list, it has been 
revealed. 

The error was the fifth so-called 
‘never event’ to happen at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust in the past 12 months. Health 
chiefs introduced the term never 
event in 2009. 

It was done to highlight cases of bad care 
which should be avoidable and never take 
place. 

This ‘wrong implant’ never event took 
place on January 3 at the Birmingham & 
Midland Eye Centre, where three of the five 
similar cases have occurred at the trust. 

The latest case comes despite bosses ap¬ 
proving an external review of their safety 
processes to stop such things happening, at 
a meeting last month. 

Roger Stedman, trust medical director 
said: “It is frustrating that we have had 
three never events in eye theatres in two 
years. The teams are working hard to intro¬ 
duce an approach in eye theatres that dou¬ 
ble checks lens selection more rigorously.” 

A report into the incident said it saw 
a lens implanted in the eye in a proce¬ 
dure which can be to treat cataracts or 
short-sightedness. 

Bosses temporarily suspended similar 
operations at the centre in the wake of its 
third never event to ‘examine why lessons 
from previous incidents were still not pre¬ 
venting these errors occurring’. 

The error was spotted after the operation 
and the patient was ‘immediately offered 
an explanation, apology and corrective sur¬ 
gery, which was carried out on the same 
operating list under the same local anaes¬ 
thetic’.

Teens accused on 
claims of damage 

SIX teenagers will stand trial over a series of racially-ag¬ 
gravated offences and criminal damage to a car near a 
mosque after they all denied the charges against them. The 
six, aged from 14 to 17, are accused of a total of 18 charg¬ 
es after worshippers at Cradley Heath Central Mosque in 
Plant Street were allegedly targeted in October last year. 

A 17-year-old is charged with three counts of racially-ag¬ 
gravated assault. He is also charged with causing criminal 
damage to a vehicle on October 21. 

Two 16-year-olds and a 15-year-old face charges of racial¬ 
ly-aggravated assault and harassment and criminal damage 
to the same vehicle. Another 15-year-old has been charged 
with solely criminal damage and a 14-year-old charged with 
racially-aggravated harassment. Each member of the group 
pleaded not guilty to each of the charges put before them 
at Sandwell Magistrate Court yesterday. The teenagers will 
stand trial at the court on April 29.

On the march to right 
hero's wrong details 


A LEADING campaigner for 
Walsall has taken up the 
cause of correcting some 
wrong details on a blue 
plaque in the town, in the 
centenary year of the start of 
World War I. 

Mark Dabbs, widely known as 
Walsall’s Running Ambassador, is 
campaigning on behalf of Victoria 
Cross winner Ordinary Seaman 
John Henry Carless. 

Mr Dabbs said: “We in Walsall have 
a hero named John Henry Carless, 
whose bravery and fearlessness towers 
for all to see.” 

He explains that on the plaque 
which was put up to explain 1923’s 
renaming of Oxford Street to Carless 
Street, the date of his death is wrong 
and went unnoticed for 25 years. 

Although there are two other Victo¬ 
ria Cross winners from the town, Mr 
Carless has sculptures and memorials 
in his name. 

Operations 

A bust in the town, in front of Wal¬ 
sall Central Library, gives details of 
his gallantry during the action in Heli¬ 
goland Bight in which he perished. 

He added: “On November 17, in 
mine infested waters, Admiral Be¬ 
atty, head of the fleet, decided to 
trap the German ships in a series of 
mine-sweeping operations far out in 
the North Sea. 

“On board HMS Caledon the crew 
were mostly new recruits with little 
battle experience. 

“Mr Carless was one of the crew and 
when the ship was struck twice by six- 
inch shells the guns remained intact, 
despite him being fatally wounded in 
the abdomen. To even remain on his 
feet with such an injury was incredi¬ 
ble, but such was his desire to serve 
his shipmates, he kept going. 

“Before he collapsed, he managed to

keep lifting shells, cleared casualties 
from around the guns and cheered on 
the new crew before dying. 

“His shipmates were immensely af¬ 
fected by his actions and six months to 
the day of his death, he was awarded 
the Victoria Cross posthumously.” 

Meanwhile, the plaque dates his 
death as November 11, 1916 - over a

year out on what is his correct death. 

Mr Dabbs said: “This is both the 
wrong date and the wrong year, what 
a travesty! Surely now would be the 
time to amend this error.” 

As a runner promoting the town, 
Mr Dabbs has completed marathons 
all over the globe, as well as other 
long-distance challenges.

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Mirage: seeing is believing

Mitsubishi tends to do small 
cars rather well. Not that you’d 
know, because they don’t al¬ 
ways get the marketing push 
they deserve in this country. 

The old Mitsubishi Colt was a really good 
fun supermini that spawned the Smart For- 
four. One of those cars that was somewhat 
overlooked by the masses falling over 
themselves to get into Corsas and Fiestas, 
the Colt now makes a great used buy. 

Mitsubishi have gone back to the draw¬ 
ing board with their latest supermini, the 
Mirage, and has come up with a vehicle 
that really chimes with the economic times. 
If you want to keep 

You don’t have to spend too long look¬ 
ing at the engineering of the Mirage to 


realise that it’s been developed down to 
a price, with cost of running as a priority. 
Therefore it’s not really fair to expect it to 
be a pin-sharp driver’s car. 

You get the choice of two engines, both 
petrol-powered. The entry-level powerplant 
is a 70bhp 1.0-litre unit, which is mated to a 
five-speed manual gearbox. 

Pay a bit more and you can choose a 
79bhp 1.2-litre manual car with the option 
of a CVT automatic gearbox that real¬ 
ly takes the drag out of city driving. This 
engine is quite perky, getting to 60mph in 
11.7 seconds and running onto 112mph. 

The steering is geared for ease of use 
at low speeds, which makes parking very 
easy at the detriment of high-speed preci¬ 
sion. 

The Mitsubishi Mirage looks quite smart, 
if a little unadventurously styled. It’s neat 
and a little bulbous, in much the same way

that most superminis looked five years ago, 
without the big signature design flourishes 
of the latest generation of cars. But then if 
you wanted something like a Renault Clio, 
you’d probably be paying around quite a 
bit more. 

There are some nice details though. I 
particularly liked the deep side sculpting, 
the very cleanly-styled rear end and the 
slotted front grille. Drop inside and it feels 
fairly basic, although if you can specify the 
piano black dash treatment, that lifts the 
ambience a little. There are quite a few 
hard plastic finishes on display although 


it’s excusable given that the 1.0-litre mod¬ 
el weighs just 845kg. With prices starting 
from around £8,000, the Mitsubishi Mirage 
is campaigning in a market populated not 
by the Fiestas, Polos and Clios. 

It looks good, the fuel economy and 
emissions figures are excellent, it’s very 
keenly priced, you just know it’s going to 
be metronomically reliable. We don’t know 
whether this one is going to do any better 
than its Colt predecessor, but if you want 
something a little different and your new 
car budget isn’t stretching too far, you 
might find a lot to like here.

Now Chevy 
set to drive 
forward with 
its compact 

Already established as a solid and popular 
option at the budget end of the compact sev¬ 
en-seat SUV market, this further improved 
version of Chevrolet’s first generation Capti¬ 
va has a smarter front end and a package of 
trim improvements to keep it current. It’s also 
better value these days. 

The first generation Captiva was launched in 2007. Al¬ 
though its badge might have been American, nothing else 
about this Korean-built model was. 

Instead, we got a Far Eastern confection that was pret¬ 
ty much like most affordable Far Eastern family cars: well 
packaged and well equipped but a bit plasticky inside with 
a rather noisy diesel engine. With higher quality, a more ef¬ 
ficient engine range and a bit of Chevy character, it could 
have been very good. And still might be perhaps. 

The car was substantially revised in the Spring of 2011 
when the pre-facelift model’s rumbly old 150PS 2.0-litre 
diesel was replaced with a couple of pokier, more refined 
2.2-litre diesel units, developing either 163PS or 184PS. 
The suspension was revised at that point too and we got 
a good-looking proper Americana Chevy-style front end. It 
gave the car a bit of a new lease of life on paper - but not 
enough to make very much difference to the sales figures. 
Still, Chevrolet has persisted and the version we’re going 
to look at here got further improvements in the summer of 
2013, with visual tweaks and trim upgrades. 

Get behind the wheel and the raised driving position SUV 
customers love so much is present and correct. The original 
Captiva featured Chevrolet’s first diesel engine of the mod¬ 
ern era and though that 150PS 2.0-litre unit was a decent 
first effort, what was just about acceptable back in 2007 was 
sounding distinctly rough three years on. 

So its replacement in 2011 with the 2.2-litre engine still 
used here was timely. The entry-level front-driven Captiva 
has a 163PS version of this unit, but most AWD versions 
have the torquier 184PS derivative we tried, good for rest 
to 60 in 9.3 seconds on the way to 124mph in manual form 
or 9.8 seconds and 118mph if the slight clunkiness of said 
gearchange causes you instead to opt for the redesigned 
six-speed automatic transmission. 

It’s nice to have the extra power, but what we noticed more 
from this engine on the move is its greater refinement. You 
do feel the kerb weight of nearly two tonnes as you thread 
your way through tight bends, but it’s nothing you couldn’t 
quite happily live with should the need arise to hurry along 
your progress. 

The on-demand all-wheel drive underpinnings aren’t 
changed in any significant respect but then they didn’t need 
to be. It isn’t a Land Rover-rivalling set-up, aimed more at 
muddy car parks than mountains, but useful approach and 
departure angles, Hill Start Assist to get you up steep slopes 
and Hill Descent Control to help you down them all mean 
that this car should be able to handle almost anything most 
owners will come across. 


Statement 

Since 2011, this car has made a more powerful visual 
statement, something that Chevrolet hopes to have further 
enhanced with a range of small but significant aesthetic 
tweaks. So there are now LED tail lamps, angular chrome 
exhaust tips and a remodelled bumper. Up front, there’s a 
smarter lower bumper and a revised grille mesh as well as 
restyled fog lamps. Stylish 18in alloy wheels hope to further 
enhance the Captiva’s road presence. 

The airy and spacious cabin gets smarter fabrics, trim 
materials and colours but still isn’t the classiest in the seg¬ 
ment. The instruments feature signature Chevrolet ice-blue 
backlighting with everything being easy to read and falling 
neatly to hand. It’s easy to find a comfortable driving posi¬ 
tion too, thanks to plenty of adjustment through both seat 
and steering wheel. 

In the second seating row, both head and shoulder room 
are adequate and though you can’t improve legroom by 
sliding the seat base back and forth, you can recline the 
backrest for greater comfort on longer journeys. Behind, 
there’s a couple of occasional seats that fold out from the 
boot floor, but, their cushion height is so close to the deck 
that they’re really only suitable for kids or adults on very 
short journeys. 

As for luggage space, though it’s predictably mean at 
97-litres with all seven seats occupied, though the separate¬ 
ly-opening rear window is a neat touch, meaning that you 
don’t need to lug up the rear tailgate if all you want to do is to 
throw in a sportsbag. If you do need space for bigger items, 
you’ll find up to 769-litres of fresh air is on offer when, more 
typically, you’re not using the occasional third row of seats. 
And the five-seat version which doesn’t have them adds to 
that further with an additional storage compartment under 
the boot floor. If you’re able to fold the 50:50 split-folding 
second row of seating down as well to create a flat loadfloor, 
then you’ll increase your luggage capacity to 1,577-litres. 

The Captiva’s pricing, in the £21,500 to £31,500 bracket, 
is a mark of the importer’s confidence in what these days 
is a much better product. Though the entry-level 2.2-litre 
163PS front-driven five-seat version is for some reason a few 
hundred pounds more than its almost identical five-seat-on¬ 
ly Vauxhall Antara cousin, it’s clear Chevy’s marketeers were 
more interested in undercutting rivals.
